Doctors say Mikey, is ready, so when will his family be able to bring him home?

WILMINGTON - Most of us first heard about Mikey 
Murphy last June when he inexplicably collapsed on the 
fields near Town Hall. He went into cardiac arrest. 

He was 14. 

No one knows exactly how long he lay face down in the 
grass of Palmer Park with no oxygen flow to his brain. At 
approximately 8:20 a.m..two of Mikey’s friends found him, 
attempted CPR and called for help. As a result of low oxy- 
gen, Murphy suffered severe brain damage. His family was 
told he wouldn’t make it through the first night. 

He’s still here. 

Since then, Mikey has been treated in three hospitals, suf- 
‘fered many complications and illnesses, undergone numer- 
“ous surgeries and endless physical therapy. He lost almost 50 

pounds and, at one point, weighed a mere 80 pounds. Murphy 
is legally blind and, until recently, could not move, speak, eat 
or even swallow. 

Finally, three months after Murphy went into cardiac 
arrest, he was given a diagnosis: Catecholaminergic 
Polymorphic Ventricular Tachycardia (CPVT). According to 
-New York University Langone Medical Center, CPVT is a 
rare genetic heart condition that causes sudden cardiac 
arrest in moments of physical activity or emotional stress. 
CPVT has a 30-50 percent mortality rate, and oftentimes car- 
diac arrest is the first symptom. 

“On October 24th, Mikey laughed for the first time, which 
thrilled us all to see that he was starting to show some emo- 
tions,” Mike Murphy, Mikey’s father, said. “By November, 
Mikey seemed to realize something had happened to him and 


Cynthia Murphy, Mikey’s mother, said by November many 
of the complications subsided and he had gained some of his 
weight back. She said the doctors predicted Mikey may be 
able to come home soon and the family should begin making 
the necessary modifications to their home. 

“He had dreams of being a rapper or a pitcher. When he 
was 13 he was striking out 16-year-olds. He had dreams. But 
those dreams are crushed now,” Mike Murphy said. “Now we 
just have the dream of bringing our boy home.” 

Cynthia Murphy said as soon as the doctors indicated 
Mikey may come home soon she started the paperwork. 
Because the family lives in Wilmington public housing, any 
modifications to the home had to be completed through the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. In November of 2011 both 
Cynthia Murphy and a social worker from Spaulding 
Rehabilitation Hospital, where Mikey was being treated at 
the time, faxed a Request for Reasonable 
Accommodations/Modifications to the Wilmington Housing 
Authority. 

The family requested that doorways and hallways to be 
widened to accommodate Mikey’s wheelchair, a wheelchair 
ramp, a roll-in shower, and to expand a bedroom to accom- 
modate a hospital bed, wheelchair, monitoring equipment, 
and other required items. 

Cynthia Murphy said she did not receive any correspon- 
dence from the Housing Authority until January 24 when she 
was informed that the family’s options were: 

iM Move to Stoneham’s Housing Authority. 

2; Accept a Section Eight voucher. 

3. Wait 9-10 months for a smaller, currently vacant unit 


to be fixed and modified for handicapped accessibility.

sented the project to the 
Commission. 

The biggest issue of the 
meeting that caused the 
Commission to extend the 
discussion to May 9 was the 
proper mitigation of the 
riverfront area. In her pres- 
entation, Brock pointed out 
several changes to the pro- 
posed project that would 
improve the riverfront area, 
but she said off-site mitiga- 
tion was still required. 

According to laws, if the 
Town must use offsite miti- 
gation, it must improve 
twice the square footage of 
the required onsite improve- 
ment area. In this case, the 
Town must improve 27,604 
square feet of riverfront 
area. 

“The problem occurs with 
finding degraded areas with- 
in 200 feet of a riverfront,” 
Brock said. 

The three suggested sites 
include the paved walkway 
behind the Wildwood Early 
Childhood Center, the Town 
Park at 759 Main Street, and 
at the Water Department on 
Andover Street. The stated 
improvements would be 
attempting to return the site 
to its native state by replac- 
ing pavement with approved 
tree saplings, shrubs and

WILMINGTON - Through 


its reorganization process, 
the Board of Selectmen 
elected Selectman Michael 
Newhouse to be the new 
Chairman of the Board at 
Monday’s meeting. 

Each year, at the first 
meeting following the 
Annual Town Meeting, the 
Board of Selectmen reorgan- 
izes its members to elect a 
member to serve as chair- 
man for the next year. Louis 
Cimaglia, Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, until 
Monday night that is, nomi- 
nated Newhouse for the posi- 
tion. 

“Anybody on the Board is 
qualified, but I feel that with 
the year coming up and the 
very important issues Mike 
Newhouse would be a wor- 
thy chairman,” Cimaglia 
said.

WILMINGTON -_ The 
Board of Selectmen’s agen- 
da on Monday night covered 
a wide range of topics 
including changes to the 
Town Employee Health 
Insurance Plan, 4th of July 
celebrations and_ several 
appointments to various 
Town positions. 

Employees using the town 
sponsored health insurance 
plans will see an increase in 
co-payment and deductible 
amounts beginning June 
first. One plan will be com- 
pletely eliminated from the 
town’s insurance plans. 

According to a letter from 
Assistant Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull to the Board of 
Selectmen, these changes 
will avoid approximately 
$500,000 in expected health 
insurance cost increases. 
The projected FY 2013 budg- 
et for health insurance costs

mess around with.” 

Not only does Haubner’s 
love for motorcycles make 
his memorial ride special 
but also the affiliation the 
New England Organ Bank. 
The night of Haubner’s 
death, his family was asked 
if they would be willing to 
donate his organs, and they 
were unaware that this was 
something he had already 
planned for. Haubner had 
registered as an organ 
donor when he received his 
license, and once gaining 
this knowledge, his family 
did not hesitate to donate. 
That night his liver was 
given to a patient in need, 
the next day both his kid- 
neys were donated, his 
heart valves were given to 
patients in need, and both 
of Haubner’s corneas were 
given to a patient in 
California. Doctors also 
saved Haubner’s bone tis- 
sue, which the family was 
told could save the lives of 
50 to 60 people. 

In order to honor 
Haubner’s selfless donation 
to people in need, each par- 
ticipant in the Memorial 
Ride will donate $25 to the 
New England Organ Bank. 
Each year the family has 
been able to donate 
between $400 and $500 to 
the not-for-profit organiza- 
tion, which they know 


would make MHaubner 
proud. 

This year the ride is being 
held on Haubner’s birthday 
which makes it extra spe- 
cial to his family. They will 
also be adding a new stop 
to the ride this year. As 
always they will begin at 
Haubner’s parent’s home, 
then riding to the cemetery 
where he is buried, and 
then to Wakefield lake, one 
of Haubner’s favorite 
places to ride his bike, 
according to his brother. 
They then will ride for the 
first time to Honda North 
in Danvers, where Haubner 
used to be employed; a 
granite bench was recently 
placed there to honor 
Haubner, and the riders 
will stop there to take a 
moment to remember him. 
The riders will then ride on 
to Hampton Beach and 
back to the Haubner home 
where there will be a cook- 
out for the remainder of 
the day. “We want to get 
people together to remem- 
ber Mark,” says Haubner. 

The ride will begin at 9:30 
am at 24 Lucaya Circle, 
Wilmington. Haubner says 
anyone who wants to join 
the ride or just spend time 
with the family during the 
day is more than welcome.

Selectmen Cimaglia, 
Champoux and O’Connell 
voted for Newhouse as 
Chairman while McCoy 
abstained from the vote. 

“Thank you for the vote of 
confidence to server for the 
next year. I look forward to. 
working with the board to 
address the important 
upcoming issues,” Newhouse 
said after the election. 

All Board members con- 
gratulated Newhouse on his 
new position. 

Newhouse has served on 
the Board of Selectmen for 
14 years, and this term will 
be his sixth as Chairman of 
the Board. 

Cimaglia stepped down 
from his second consecutive 
term as Chairman of the 
Board and has served as a 
member of the Board for 
five years. Cimgalia is also 
the Veteran’s Officer for the 
Town of Wilmington. 

“Thank you to my fellow 
board members,” Cimaglia 
said. “I think we have 
worked well together. We 
have gotten a lot accom- 
plished over the last two 
years and it has been an 
honor to serve as the chair 
for the last two years.”

Delayed Chapter 90 
funds stall Brown Street

Dear Editor: 

Despite the fact that House 
and Senate members have 
each voted in support of a 
$200 million Chapter 90 pro- 
gram for fiscal year 2013, 
passage of this important 
legislation has been delayed 
by six weeks, lodged in a 
conference committee that 
has been unable to reach 
agreement on other issues 
unrelated to Chapter 90. 

Please call Senator 
Finegold and 
Representatives Adams and 
Miceli today and ask them to 
end the delay and move the 
$200 million Chapter 90 bond 
legislation immediately. 

Under state law, cities and 
towns are supposed to 
receive formal notice of 
their Chapter 90 allocation 
by April 1 of each year, 
allowing for adequate time 
to plan and use _ their 
Chapter 90 funds during the 
entire construction season. 
Communities cannot sign 
contracts and commit their 
Chapter 90 funds until they 
receive these April 1 letters 
of authorization from the 
state. Because of the failure 
to pass the Chapter 90 bond 
bill, cities and towns have 
only received preliminary 
letters that will not become 
official until the bond bill 
and a “terms bill” are both 
signed into law. The 6-week 
delay is stalling projects and 
shortening the construction 
season for communities 
across the state. If this con- 
tinues, important projects 
could be delayed until next 
year, driving up costs and 
adding to the deterioration 
of local roads. 

The problems started earli- 
er this year. Even though 
the Administration 
announced it would be filing 
a $200 million Chapter 90 
bond bill last January, the 
legislation was not filed with

the Legislature until mid- 
March. Further complicat- 
ing matters, the 
Administration’s bill includ- 
ed several major sections in 
addition to the $200 million 
for Chapter 90, including 
$1.3 billion for state projects 
and language creating a new 
infrastructure bank. 

Concerned that this larger 
$1.5 billion bill could slow 
down passage of the Chapter 
90 component, on March 22 
the Joint Committee on 
Transportation separated 
the legislation into two parts 
and issued a swift favorable 
report for a Chapter-90-only 
bill to fast-track it through 
the Legislature. The House 
immediately acted, ushering 
the bill through two commit- 
tees and passing it with a 
unanimous vote on March 
28, beating the April 1 dead- 
line, a step deeply appreciat- 
ed by local officials across 
the state. 

The Senate then opted to 
hold another hearing on the 
legislation on April 5, and on 
April 12 the full Senate 
amended the Chapter-90- 
only bill to add back the $1.3 
billion in state projects. The 
House, which had not debat- 
ed the $1.3 billion in state 
projects, urged the Senate to 
agree to the Chapter-90-only 
bill immediately, with the 
$1.3 billion state project bill 
to be debated later in the 
session. The Senate held 
firm in its position and 
appointed a conference com- 
mittee to resolve’ the 
impasse. Unfortunately, the 
$200 million Chapter 90 bill 
has been stuck in the confer- 
ence committee since that 
time. 

Further Delays Will 
Shorten the Chapter 90 
Construction Season.

S Bird and Blooms

Orioles, Robins, Eagles and more 


Bird activity has certainly picked up and Saturday May 
12th was World Migratory Bird Day. Like clockwork the 
Baltimore oriole returned from Central America around 
May 6th, in Wilmington and surrounding areas, which it 
has done for as long as I can remember. 

A pair of orioles started to build a nest across the side 
street next to my house. In order to attract birds to my 
yard, I usually tie bushes and flowers with strips of old bed 
sheets. These strips are left on many plants from one year 
to the next. Because of the weather, these strips become 
frayed and thready by the time spring arrives. This pair of 
orioles started pulling these threads for the past several 
days. I even pull some threads and drape them over the 
branches, which the orioles have been taking allowing me 
an opportunity to see them flying to this tree. The male ori- 
ole was at the top of 
another tree on 


The oriole is one 
of the most beauti- 
ful summer visitors 
we have with its 
bright orange and 
dark black color- 
ing, females are 
rather drab in com- 
parison. The 
female weaves a 
hanging bag type 
nest’ with the 
threads and other 
string material, 
and always looks 
gray. 

If any reader 
comes across an 
oriole nest on the 
ground that they do 
not wish to keep, 
please give me a 
call. I did have an 
oriole nest that had 
fallen in my yard in 
the late summer, kept over the winter and in the spring I 
recycled it by tearing it apart and leaving it on a bush so 
the arriving orioles could use the material for their new 
nest. 

Other spring arrivals that I have seen include the house 
wren, catbird and hummingbird. There have many other 
small birds that will not pose for me so that I can hopeful- 
ly identify them. I call myself a bird observer instead of a 
bird watcher. Someday I may get a good pair of binoculars 
so that I can spend more time watching and be able to iden- 
tify more birds; on second thought maybe I won't. 

Of course the robins are very prevalent. It seems as 
though every patch of grass has one or two, even along 
curbsides, where they risk being hit by cars. Robin nests 
are everywhere; cousin Betsy had a robin build a nest on 
top of a floodlight bulb in just one day. Within two days the 
nest fell off the bulb, fortunately no eggs were in the nest. 
Robins can have two clutches of eggs each season, building 
a new nest for each. They do not use a nest twice. 

I had mentioned in my last column the lack of blue jays. 
That has since changed and I now have several in around 
#76. 

The male goldfinches have dressed themselves in their 
splendid canary yellow breeding plumage. I hope if readers 
are up early they will step outside in the early morning and 
listen to the sounds. The robins, catbirds, tufted titmice and 
orioles are all singing and chirping. The robins especially, 
sing at sunset into dusk at this time of year. I have men- 
tioned before, when you go out into your yard, to look up as 
well as around. There is a lot of bird activity overhead, 
some you can hear before you can see. You can hear the 
Canada geese honking before you can see them. Sometimes 
one can hear the hawks screaming or the crows calling as 
they harass the hawks. Other birds are silent as they fly 
overhead including the great blue heron, turkey vultures 
and many more. 

Another silent flyer before and after dark, although not a 
bird, is the brown bat. We have to hope the brown bat 
makes a comeback from the disease that has decimated 
their colonies. The brown bat feeds on flying insects and 
our lives will be affected adversely if their population 
decline continues. 

Another non-bird creature that flies is the honeybee. The 
honeybee is having problems with colony collapse. If a solu- 
tion is not found, we are going to have a big problem with 
food production. Almost all fruits and vegetables need bees 
to pollinate to produce. The problem is being studied and

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State Legislature approves the VALOR Act 


House passed legislation today to improve benefits for Vets 


BOSTON - The 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives today 


passed “The Valor Act” - 
new legislation that will 
expand benefits and 
increase access to a range of 
services for veterans, active- 
duty military and their fam- 
ilies. The bill passed the 
Senate unanimously May 3. 

“There is nothing greater 
we can do for our veterans 
than. give them as much 
assistance as possible when 
they return home,” said 
Finegold. “The jobless rate 
for young veterans returning 
from Iraq and Afghanistan 
is double that of their peers. 
They need educational and 
employment support. This 
bill makes money available 
to veteran-owned businesses 
and gives academic credit 
for a student’s prior military 
service. The best way to 
repay. our vets and their 
families for their service is 
to give them the chance to 
build a successful and pros- 
perous life upon return to 
the U.S.” 

“Every Massachusetts res- 
ident owes a huge debt of 
gratitude to the brave men

tion. “With Memorial Day 
fast approaching, I cannot 
think of a better way to show 
our appreciation than to do 
everything we can to 
enhance the educational and 
employment opportunities 
available to our veterans 
and to ensure that the 
Commonwealth provides for 
their families’ needs.” 

Representative Jim Miceli 
said the House passed the 
bill Wednesday afternoon. 
Miceli told the Crier that he 
supports the measure 
“absolutely, unequivocally.”

“The veter- 
ans know that they always 
have a friend with me. I 
have a 100% voting record 
on behalf of veterans’ since 
I walked in that building 35 
years ago.” 

The bill works on many 
fronts to help veterans and 
active military members 
improve business, educa- 
tional and housing opportu- 
nities. For example, through 
the formation of public/pri- 
vate partnerships, it facili- 
tates seed money for the 
start-up and expansion of 
veteran-owned businesses. It 
also promotes the participa- 
tion of disabled-veteran 
business owners in public 
construction, and design 
projects.

The legislation also 
removes certain educational 
obstacles by requiring the 
state’s public institutions of 
higher learning to adopt new 
policies and procedures for 
awarding proper academic 
credit for a student’s prior 
military training, course- 
work and experience. 

The bill also makes it easi- 
er for the children of mili- 
tary personnel to transfer 
between school districts and 
states, joining 42 other 
states in the Interstate 
Compact on _ Educational 
Opportunity for Military 
Children. 

To help ease the costs of 
housing, utilities, medical 
services and food for Gold 


Star Families, the bill 
expands eligibility for the 
Massachusetts Military 


Family Relief Fund. It also 
eliminates the $2,500 
Property Tax Exemption 
Cap for Gold Star Spouses. 

The bill also helps the 
courts better recognize vet- 
eran issues by making sure 
veterans and service mem- 
bers facing criminal com- 
plaints have a_ properly 
recorded military history 
and are considered for 
diversion and_ treatment 
options if eligible.

“Suzanne Sullivan, a previ- 
ous member of _ the 
Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen and one of the 10 
appellants to the original 
turf field notice of intent, 
brought to the Commission’s 
attention that the Andover 
Street site was not consid- 
ered a riverfront area. 

‘On May 9, Brock presented 
another option for off-site 
mitigation. The town owns a 
parcel of land on a cul-de- 
sac at the northern end of 
Nathan Street where it plans 
to replace the existing grav- 
el, lawn and part of the side- 
walk with natural trees and 
shrubs. Several residents 
along Nathan Street voiced 
concerns regarding demoli- 
tion of the sidewalk, snow 
removal issues and flooding. 

“I walk the sidewalk every 
day.” 

“There are children that 
play along the sidewalk; it is 
not underused.” 

Dianne Ellen of the High 
School Building Committee 
suggested that the Town 
complete the mitigation at 
the first two sites then redo 
the calculations to make 
sure that removing the side- 


walk is necessary. 

“I think it would be reason- 
able for the commission to 
put in a condition,” Brock 
said. “We want to maximize 
the first two sites and then 
reassess the third site after 
we have done that.” 

Brock assured residents 
that communications 
regarding the project would 
be clear and available. 

“We would try to do every- 
thing in the public purview,” 
she said. “We would much 
rather have you involved in 
the process than come to a 
meeting unhappy.”

Cynthia said the family has 
had a very rough few years 
since 2008 when a tree fell 
through their house near 
Silver Lake causing them to 
move more than 16 times until 
they obtained public housing 
in 2010. Less than a year after 
moving into their current 
home on St. Paul street, 
Mikey collapsed. 

"We can look out our window 
and see where he fell and it 
helps to comfort us," Cynthia 
said. "And with the over- 
whelming support the com- 
munity has showed us with 
Mikey, we don't want to 
move." She went on to explain 
that Christina, Mikey's little 
sister, has had a particularly 
rough time and the stability 
their current home provides is 
best. 

"She [Christina] has lost her 
brother and her dad, since he 
is at the hospital with Mikey 
almost 24/7," Cynthia said. 
"She is settled here. She has a 
friend just up the street that 
helps her a lot. Moving would 
be bad for her." : 

At the beginning of 
February doctors predicted 
Mikey could be home within 
90 days. So Mike Murphy 
began learning his son’s med- 
ications and daily care rou- 
tines while Cynthia continued 
working to get the home mod- 
ifications done. 

On February 6 the family 
submitted a second Request 
for Reasonable 
Accommodations/Modificatio 
ns asking for an addition to 
the back of the home for a 
handicapped accessible bed- 
room and bathroom. Cynthia 
said she thought this would be 
easier and quicker to com- 


plete than the previous 
request. 

Executive Director of the 
Wilmington Housing 


Authority Maureen Hickey 
said that while she is not able 
to discuss the details of any 
case, an extensive accommo- 
dation request takes time to 
plan. 

“The Wilmington Housing 
Authority is sympathetic to 
this family and is committed

to see that the accommoda- 
tion request is fulfilled to the 
family's satisfaction,” Hickey 
said. She went on to say that 
accommodations requests are 
handled locally until the fund- 
ing cannot be supported at the 
local level. She said the 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development 
(DHCD)will be the funding 
agency for the Murphy’s 
request. 

The aid from DHCD came 
after the intervention of 
Representative Miceli when 
the family reached out to him, 
frustrated with the delays. 
Miceli told the Crier 
Wednesday that he worked 
directly with Secretary of 
Housing and Economic 
Development Gregory 
Bialecki to finally secure the 


funding. When the project will 
begin, though, is uncertain. 

At this time, the family said 
Mikey is able to move his 
arms and left leg on his own 
and has little movement in his 
right leg. He smiles almost 
everyday, although it's mostly 
in his sleep. Mikey tries to 
vocalize everyday and is now 
able to swallow his own sali- 
va, which he struggled with 
for eight months. Mikey con- 
tinues to make progress daily 
and has a dedicated staff 
assisting him. 


“I believe he understands # 


quite a bit when we talk to 
him. When I talk about going 
home he starts getting antsy a 
little bit. and starts yelling,” 
Mike said. 

“Now he’s five foot eight and 
127 pounds. He’s growing like 


a Chia pet in there,” Cynthia 
said with her only smile of the 
evening. 
Mikey underwent another 
surgery last week before 
a new daily physi- 
cal therapy to help him regain 
control of his legs and feet. 
The ultimate goal is that 
Mikey will one day walk 
again. 
“Mikey is still taking baby 
steps,” Cynthia said. “But 


they are steps in the right 
direction.”

BURLINGTON - It’s been 
quite the athletic year for 
Kelly Hartsough and on 
Tuesday night in the pouring 
rain it got that much better.

champion in the 800 meters,” 
said first-year head coach 
Brie Karow, who Hartsough 
said has had a major impact 
on not only her but the 
entire team thus far. “Kelly 
ran a great race today. She 
looked strong and smart 
making decisive decisions 
that led to her having a final 
kick towards the end of the 
race, hurling her across the 
finish line. You could see the 
determination and _ will 
power all over her face. She 
made up her mind and was 
not going to accept anything 
less than a win. With the 
continued success from 
Kelly, along with the talents 
of her fellow teammates, we 
are well poised for some 
electrifying seasons to 
come.” 

Hartsough admitted that 
she thought she had a 
chance to win the Tuesday’s 
race but knew that her 
toughest challenge would 
come from a runner from 
Lexington, Kristen Fiore, 
who only was the sixth best 
1,000 meter runner in 
Division 1 from this past 
winter season. 

“I knew that we would be 
competing with each other 


and I knew I would be capa- 
ble of beating her and she 
would be capable of beating 
me,” said Hartsough. “I was 
trying my best to figure out 
the best way to use my ener- 
gy and have a good strategy, 
but mostly all I wanted to do 
was go all out, give every- 
thing I had and hopefully 
win.” 

That she did. 

She said that she started 
out in the middle of the pack 
until the second lap where 
she made her move. 

“(Karow) told me to let the 
Lexington girl take the lead 
and then on the second lap, 
on the straightaway to make 
a move,” she said. “So that’s 
what I did. I was afraid that 
it wouldn’t be enough, but I 
was able to use my final kick 
to my advantage. I don’t 
know how much I won by but 
it was such a great feeling to 
finish first.” 

For any runner, competing 
at a high level twice around 
the track is never easy, nev- 
ermind doing it in the pour- 
ing rain. 

“When my race went off, 
the rain wasn’t too bad but 
by the time we did the 4x400 
it was pouring,” she said, 
while also noting that her 
father was a cross-country 


runner and her mother a 
cheerleader in a high schoo] 
in Michigan, while her 
brother Robbie also plays 
soccer. “The 800 is very 
tough. They categorize it by 
saying that it’s an 800-meter 
dash, but when you look 
around the track and realize 
you have to sprint around it 
twice, it’s just absolutely 
brutal.

I’m still 
adjusting to energy, my 
rhythm and realizing there’s 
so much form that goes into 
running.”

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High School Football alignment appears to be a go

Changes are coming to the 
playoff format of 
Massachusetts High School 
football and those changes 
will certainly affect each of 
our local teams at 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
High School, as well as 
Shawsheen Tech. 

While nothing is official 
yet, it is nearly a certainty 
that a new playoff format 
will be in place for the 2013 
football season after a 10-4 
vote in favor of the new for- 
mat by the MIAA’s 
Tournament Management 
Committee last Thursday 
afternoon in Franklin. 

Under the new system, a 
statewide playoff, divided 
between North, South, 
Central and West regions 
would begin after a seven 
week regular season. In the 
North and South there would 
be six divisions, with any- 
where from 12 to 18 teams in 
each division, with eight 
qualifiers per division. 

Every school in the state 
would play a seven game 
regular season schedule, 
after which time the eight 
qualifiers in each division 
would begin a tournament 
style playoff for the next 
three weeks, eventually 
winding up with two finalists 
in each division. 

While the playoff games 
are taking place, teams that 
did not qualify for the play- 
offs, or who are eliminated 
in the first or second round 
of the playoffs, would play in 
other matchups as deter- 
mined by the MIAA. 

All teams, regardless of 
record or playoff standing, 
would then play their tradi- 
tional Thanksgiving Day 
games, before the six Super 
Bowl games are played at 
Gillette Stadium ten days 
after Thanksgiving. 

The goal of the proposal is 
to crown a true state cham- 
pion in each division, with 
just six state champions for 
the entire state, with each 


played at Gillette Stadium. 
Last season, under the cur- 
rent system, the _ state 
crowned 19 Super Bowl 
champions. 


' The reaction among local 


coaches and athletic direc- 
tors, much like the rest of 
the state, has been mixed to 
say the least. While each 
coach and athletic director 
acknowledges the positives 
intended by the changes as 
well as the hard work put in 
by the committee to come up 
with the new format, their 
opinions on how the changes ° 
will affect their football pro- 
grams, as well as the rest of 
their league, differ in many 
ways. 

Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry, whose team would be 
placed in the Division 3 
Northeast along with 
Tewksbury, certainly has his 
reservations about the new 
system, but now that it 
appears it will be something 
he must abide by, he is will- 
ing to give it a chance. 

“I think it is sort of a dras- 
tic change. You have seven 
games to make the playoffs, 
and once the playoffs start, 
that really changes things,” 
Barry said. “I think it takes 
away from the eleven game 
schedule. One thing about 
football is that every game 
always means something, 
but if you don’t make the 
playoffs or are eliminated 
from the playoffs I am not 
sure that will be the case in 
those last few games. It isa 
big unknown. 

“With that said, I know 
people have worked really 
hard to put this together, 
and it is going to happen so 
we have no choice really but 
to embrace it and go out and 
do the best we can with it.” 

Barry’s Athletic Director, 
Ed Harrison, was a little 
less diplomatic in his feel- 
ings toward the new system, 
as he has concerns for his 
school’s program, as well as 
the rest of the Middlesex 
League. 

“I don’t like it. The 
Middlesex League doesn’t 


like it, and I think the MVC 
as a whole does not really 
like it,” Harrison said. “I 
think it is something that 
the private schools; and the 
bigger schools wanted, but I 
don’t think it is good for 
everybody.” 

Harrison’s main complaint 
with the new system is simi- 


lar to Barry’s, in that he is 


not sure what the games will 
be like if his team is elimi- 
nated from the playoffs. 

“If your are not in the play- 
offs, or eliminated early, 
what are you playing for?,” 
Harrison said. “I think it is 
catering to the private 
schools and not doing what 
is best for everybody.” 

Harrison’s counterpart, 
Tewksbury High Athletic 
Director Brian Hickey, defi- 
nitely understands the con- 
cerns of Harrison and others 
like him who are opposed to 
the change, but he also feels 
that it was time for a change 
and that the proposed sys- 
tem should be given an 
opportunity to work. 

Hickey does acknowledge, 
however, that he has a bit 
personal stake in the matter. 

“J think any proposal of 
this type has earned enough 
merit to look at,” Hickey 
said. “I happen to favor it, 
but I think it favors us more 
than some other teams in 
the MVC so I am conscious 
of other AD’s feelings on 
this. I think with anything 
like this, we are going to 
have to see it in place before 
we can actually make a 
determination.” 

One of the reasons Hickey 
likes the new proposal is the 
experience he has had at 
Tewksbury High where he 
has seen the Redmen fail to 
qualify for the playoffs 
despite having some out- 
standing seasons. 

This was particularly the 
case in the old MVC before it 
was split into two divisions, 
but even now a deserving 
playoff team could be left 
out of the post season. 
Under the new system, they 
will have a chance to prove 


their worth on the field. 

“Historically if you look 
back before there were two 
divisions in the MVC, I can 
distinctly remember teams 
going 9-2 and not getting into 
the post season, while other 
teams in other leagues who 
might not have been as good 
were able to get in,” Hickey 
said. “And I don’t just mean 
Tewksbury. I recall other 
teams in the league having 
their playoff fate decided by 
a coin toss. Nobody wants to 
have that.” 

At Shawsheen, which will 
play in Division 5 North, 
head football coach and 
Athletic Director Al 
Costabile realizes that the 
new system is definitely not 
perfect, but he is looking 
forward to seeing it play out 
over the first couple of sea- 
sons. 

“I think right now everyone 
is in a situation where they 
don’t really know what they 
can think about ~ it,” 
Costabile said. “We really 
won’t know until we experi- 
ence it, and I am sure there 
will be some positives and 
some negatives to it, as 
there is with any new thing 
like this.” 

Like Hickey, one of the 
aspects of the proposal that 
Costabile likes is that a team 
that does not necessarily 
win its league can still be 
rewarded for having a fine 
season. 

“I think some people feel 
they could immediately beh- 
efit because perhaps they 
were in a league where it is 
very difficult to win it 
because there is a perennial 
champion,” Costabile said. 
“Now a school that has been 
very successful, but not 
quite good enough to get in 
the playoffs will have a 
chance.” 

Costabile does, however, 
has his concerns, similar to 
those of Harrison, as to 
what will happen to those 
teams that do not qualify for 
the post season. 

“I am worried about the 
November games,” 


Costabile said. “You are 
playing your biggest games 
of the year in September, 
and I am concerned about 
what it will be like for the 
teams that do not qualify. If 
you have a losing record, but 
are still playing your league 
schedule late in the season, 
you have rivalries that you 
can get up for. Under this 
new system, I don’t see how 
you will be able to do that.” 

Another concern for many 
coaches is how the last three 


‘weeks of the season could 


affect the traditional 
Thanksgiving Day games. 
Under the new proposal, all 
Thanksgiving Day games 
will remain intact, an aspect 
of the change that everyone 
agrees is for the best. What 
some coaches and athletic 
directors don’t like is that 
the meaning of the Turkey 
Day games could be dimin- 
ished because the teams 
involved may very well have 
played each other in the 
playoffs in a prior week. 

For example, if Tewksbury 
and Wilmington each make 
the playoffs out of the 
Division 3 Northeast, it is 
very conceivable they could 
face each other in the play- 
offs in Weeks 8-10, while also 
knowing they will definitely 
be facing each other in Week 
1i on Thanksgiving. 

“The way the proposal is 
written, we could play 


Tewksbury in Week 10, and. 


then again the very next 
week on Thanksgiving,” 
Barry said. “It could be a 
very awkward situation. 
Like I said before, it is a lot 
of not knowing, and that is a 
concern. Anyone who says 
they know what is going on 
with this really just thinks 
they know what is going on.” 
Barry is not concerned just 
for his own team, however. 
“Look at Melrose and 
Wakefield,”. Barry said. 
“They will play each other 
during the regular season 
because they are in the 
same league, and they will 
face each other on 
Thanksgiving, and they 


could also play each other in 
the playoffs. Facing a team 
twice is strange enough, but 
three times would be really 
awkward.” 

Costabile has similar con- 
cerns as Barry. It is not an 
issue for him and his team 
right now, as __ their 
Thanksgiving Day rival 
Greater Lowell is slotted in 
Division 4. But if, as 
Costabile thinks is a possi- 
bility, they are moved to 
Division 5, Shawsheen could 
potentially face Greater 
Lowell three times in the 
season, as a league rival, a 
playoff opponent and on 
Thanksgiving. 

“If we face them three 
times that would be pretty 
hard to defend that,” 
Costabile said. “It would be 
pretty hard to put a Positive 
spin on that.” 

One aspect of the proposal 
which needs no positive spin 
at all, is the new scheduling 
for the playoffs. As it stands 
under the current system, 
playoff teams play three 
games in a matter of ten 
days, with a Thanksgiving 
Day game on Thursday, a 
first round playoff game the 
following Tuesday, and the 


Super Bowl on _ that 
Saturday. 
It is a grind on the players 


and coaching staffs, that two 
of the programs who have 
experienced it lately, will 
not be sorry to see disap- 
pear. Under the new sys- 
tem, there will be one week 
between each playoff game, 
and ten days between 
Thanksgiving and the Super 
Bowls. 

“T think that is a big plus,” 
said Costabile, who coached 
the Rams to a Division 4 
Super Bowl title in 2010. 
“The way things are now, in 
the biggest game of the year, 
you have the least time to 
practice. You play in the 
playoff game on Tuesday 
night, and you get back late, 
and you are definitely not 
going to practice on 
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Hartsough

Rams hurler _ 
tosses a no-hitter

It was quite the afternoon 
for the Shawsheen Tech 
Baseball team on Tuesday. 
Taking on CAC Large rival 
Whittier at home with first 
place in the league on the 
line, the Rams not only 
came up with an important 
victory, but they did so in 
the most thrilling way imag- 
inable, pulling out a 2-1 win 
behind a no-hitter by senior 
left-hander Austin 
Cummings. 

The win puts the Rams 
firmly in the driver’s seat 
for the league title, as they 
improved to 13-2 overall, and 
9-2 in the CAC.

“We 
played one of our best 
games of the season against 
a very good pitcher from 
Whittier. We fought hard 
from the first pitch to the 
last. We knew that whoever 
won this game would have a 
leg up in the league and it 
took a no hitter to do it, but 
we got it done.” 

Whittier scored their one 
run of the game on a walk, a 
stolen base and an error in 
the fifth inning, but they 
could muster nothing more 
against Cummings, who has 
seemed to improve with 
each start this season, as he 
improved to 4-0 with the no 
hitter. 

“He is staying focused and 
he listens to what I have to 
say,” continued Sullivan.

“DARK SHADOWS” 
GRADE: *** 


When director Tim 
Burton and actor Johnny 
Depp work together on a 
film, more often than not 
the results are worth watch- 
ing. But not’ every 
Burton/Depp collaboration 
is must-see movie- 
at its best - and their latest, 
“Dark Shaows,” falls into 
the latter category. 

"Shadows" isn't horrible, 
but it falls short of expecta-

Indelicato (formerly of 
Stoneham and Reading, now a 
New Hampshire resident), 
Richard's cousin and a breast 
cancer survivor. 

“She had this disease, 
twice, when she was just a 
very young mother with two 
small children,” said Sharon. 
“She is one of the main rea- 
sons that we are doing the 
Avon Walk for Breast Cancer.” 

Donna is the team captain 
for Team BellaDonna, who 
along with her mother Bobbi 
has .managed to bring in 
$330,000 in the last nine years. 

“When we called Donna 
and told her what was going 
on with me, she and Bobbi 
immediately put us at ease 
and told us that we were going 
to be able to handle this,” said 
Sharon. “She said that we 
would be hearing so much 
information and to take notes 
when we were talking to the 


doctors, and she was insistent . 


with us getting a second opin- 
ion.” 

Sharon said her husband 
was also there throughout to 
support her. 

“Richard was like my pro- 
tector and guardian angel 
through this whole process,” 
said Sharon. “During the ini- 
tial doctor visits, several 
tests, chemo and 
radiation...always bombard- 
ing the doctors with ques- 
tions.” 

Richard and Natalie aspire 
to walk 40 miles over two days 
while taking part in the Avon 
Walk Boston, May 19-20. 
Sharon, who is nearly at the 
end of her difficult treatment 
year, is not well enough to 
walk yet, but will volunteer 
for the event for two days as 
part of the hospitality crew. 

The family effort began in 
January, and has resulted in 
the trio raising over $12,000 
thus far as a family effort. 
Once people started learning 


_ about this family’s struggles, 


and their dedication to help- 
ing others, the donations 
started pouring in - from 
business associates, family 
members, and even folks they 
do not personally know. The 
crusade has helped them find 
purpose and “pay it forward” 
as Sharon remarks. 

Sharon said the treatment 
for the disease has been diffi- 
cult at times. 

“There are some very dark 
days during chemo when you 
are just ‘by yourself’ and cry- 
ing, and crying..sometimes I 
would cry because I would 
feel bad for my family,” said 
Sharon. “Because of the phys- 
ical effects that chemo gives 
you such as hair loss...it 
makes you almost afraid to go 
out in public because, unfortu- 
nately, people do stare at you 
and they give you that pity 
look or the ‘oh my god’ look. 
Some people - and I'm talking 


‘ about people that I have 


known for quite some time - 
have shunned me and look 
away, hoping that I would not 
engage in a conversation with 
them. 

“I can understand.that to a 
point because they would fear 
that they would upset me or 
embarrass me or somehow 
embarrass themselves,” said 
Sharon. “Unfortunately, can- 
cer will always be that social- 
ly awkward disease, nobody 
wants to look you in the eye. 
People want to know how you 
are doing, but most people 
don't want to be the one to ask 
you. They hope that they can 
hear it from someone else.” 

Sharon said one of the 
hardest aspects of the dis- 
ease, at least initially, was 
telling people she loved that 
she had it. 

“When I told my daughter, 
Natalie - it wasn't easy to tell

her but we couldn't put it off,” 
said Sharon. “She is in the 
medical field herself so I knew 
she could handle it...it was 
hard to tell my sons, Joseph 
and Stephen, because they are 
young men, and I knew that 
they would feel helpless and 
not know how to help me with 
this. I haven't seen my sons 
cry since they were little boys. 
I think that it is harder on the 
family members than it is on 
the person that has the can- 
cer. 

“From the time that I 
found out I told Richard and 
my kids that I didn't want spe- 
cial treatment and that I 
wanted a ‘business as usual 
routine’ said Sharon. “I want- 
ed my husband to go fishing 
when he wanted to and I defi- 
nately wanted Natalie to fin- 
ish school and that if and 
when I needed help I would 
ask for it. I was adamant 
about not becoming a "Debbie 
Downer" about having breast 
cancer. Let's just go about our 
daily routine because I did not 
want the cancer to take over 
everyone's life. We all have to 
go forward and do the best 
that we can each day.” 

Sharon thought that was 
the toughest part of the dis- 
ease - until she began receiv- 
ing treatment. 

“On the first day of chemo, 
I walked into the kitchen at 
6:30 in the morning and looked 
at my husband Richard, and 
told him that I couldn't do 
this, I didn't want to do 
this....please don't make me 
go,” said Sharon. “We just 
hugged each other...we cried 
like two little children...I had- 
n't cried like that since I was 
a child, the scared kind of cry- 
ing...when you keep gasping 
for a breath of air every few 
seconds and tears were rolling 
down like my eyes were a 
faucet that could not be 
turned off. 

“Richard looked at me and 
said ‘You have to do this. If I 
could do this for you, I would, 
but I can't and you promised 
me that you would be with me 
for another 30 years...you 
promised...please do this for 
us," and I hugged him. I knew 
I was going, of course I was 
going to go and do chemo..but 
also knew I was never going to 
be alone in this...it is truly a 
family disease. } 

“Four chemo treatments 
every other week, then 12 
weekly treatments and then 
surgery, then 7 weeks of daily 
radiation and now I'm on a 
regiment of once every three 
weeks. Richard has truly seen 
me at my worst - no hair, no 
eyebrows or eyelashes and 
this man tells me that I look 
awesome...I truly looked like a 
hard-boiled egg. There are 
moments when I was crying,

Richard would come over to 
me and do his very best to 
make me laugh or tease me 
into a laughing fit. After 31 
years of marriage this guy 
still chases me around the 
dining room table while I'm 
screaming with laughter.” ~ 

She now feels one of the 
toughest parts of the battle is 
behind her. e 

“So now with the surgery 
and radiation behind me, I 
hardly ever cry anymore and 
can definately see light at the 
end of the tunnel - my family 
and I just really need to ‘pay- 
it-forward,” said Sharon. “We 
just want to be able to give 
some women some hope for 
the future. We want women to 
be able to go on with their 
daily life and not have to be 
consumed with worry about 
co-pays, medical bills, trans- 
portation, and hospital costs. 
This is what we are walking 
for - for the future of these 
women that will be diagnosed 
tomorrow.” 

Team BellaDonna is com- 
prised of members from New 
Hampshire North Reading, 
Boxford, Middleton, and 
Winchester. The team has 
three generations of cru- 
saders and three survivors 
among its ranks. ;

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Recipe gives a tantalizing taste 
to Grilled Vegetable Napoleons 


Hot, lazy summer days are too precious to waste in the 
‘kitchen. Enhance your outdoor leisure time with a visit to 
‘a local farmer's stand or market to choose fresh vegetables 

for this colorful recipe. 


GRILLED VEGETABLE NAPOLEONS 
Ingredients 
Substitute or add other vegetables as you wish. Some 
nice additions might be new potatoes or red peppers. 
Although the stacks are attractive and easy to serve, you 
may also arrange the grilled vegetables and cheese in a 
casserole. 


1/2 cup olive oil 
1 large eggplant, cut in 12 slices (1/3-inch thick) 
3 medium zucchinis, cut in 24 slices (1/4inch thick) 
3 large tomatoes, cut in 6 slices (1/3-inch thick) 
3 medium red onions, cut in 12 slices (1/3-inch thick) 
3/4 cup ricotta cheese 
Salt and pepper to taste 
2 teaspoons fresh thyme, chopped 
1/2 lb. mozzarella cheese, sliced 1/4-inch thick 
a6 sprigs fresh rosemary 


Directions 
. Preheat barbecue and set on low. Brush vegetables with 
Olive oil, season with salt and pepper, and grill slowly until 
tender, turning once. Transfer the vegetables to a tray, 
arranging them in a single layer, and cover tightly with 
plastic wrap. The vegetables may be grilled a day in 
- advance, and refrigerated after cooling. Bring the vegeta- 
bles back to room temperature before proceeding. 


Assembly 
Stir together the ricotta, thyme, salt, and pepper in a 
~small bowl. Place one slice of eggplant on a lightly oiled 
‘grill sheet or foil pan. Spread 1 tablespoon of the ricotta 
mixture over the eggplant. Cover with 2 slices of zucchini, 
“1 slice of onion, 1 slice of mozzarella, 1 slice of tomato, and 
2 slices of zucchini. Spread 1 tablespoon of the ricotta mix- 
ture over the onion, and top with another slice of eggplant: 
Repeat this procedure with the remaining vegetables to 
make 5 more stacks. 


. Insert a wooden skewer through the centre of each stack 
to create a hole from top to bottom. Remove the bottom 
leaves from each rosemary sprig, leaving one inch of 
leaves on the top. Insert 1 sprig into the centre hole in each 
napoleon, and return to the barbecue. 


Heat for about 10 minutes on-low, or until mozzarella is 
melted and vegetables are warmed through. 


Simple ways to reduce fatigue
